A new fad has lately been introduced 


from England that gloves shall not bn 
worn at weddiugs by the bride and 
groom.

In 
our own town them is much room for 
improvement in thi-, direct ion, and ouch 
business man and householder owes it 
to himself and his neighbor to help 
n long this necessary work. 


In tho matter of streets, too, wo aro

c iro iu (ho details of construction and 
ii.oro systematic and thorough in-jthods 
i.l keeping them free from sticks, stones 
mid other accumulations of rubbish our 
thoroughfares would bo a credit, and a 
ji'ido initead of, in homo cases, an eye- 
h"i-o and cause /'or mollification.

THE CHAIR TELEPHONE.

An Ohio inventor has just patented an 


effeciive auxiliary telephone, which is 
designed to bo used in connection with 
Mibsl itions. The auxiliary consists of a 
specially constructed chair. The back 
of tin chair is so made that it will act as 
a transmitter, so that a conversation 
miiy be carried on with perfect ease 
whili the operator is seated in the chair. 
The principle 011 which this patent oper- 
ates M the vibrations produced in the 
body of tin speaker, which live trans- 
mi Lie 1 to the chiiir back and thence over 
1he li ie in the usual manner. 


Thn chair telephone is so designed 


that the chair will answer the purpose 
of an ordinary office chair. Mr. McKel- 
vey, 1 he inventor, is now making exper- 
iment s with a view of putting this at- 
tachment to any ordinary chair now in 
use. In devising this telephone Mr. Mo- 
Kelviy has departed from the usual 
paths followed by inventors and has 
proee< dud along new lines, employing a, 
bipoh nonmetallic diaphragm in the re- 
ceive! . a compound induction coil, the 
1iTlni"y coil of which is connected in se- 
ries, ; nd an amplifying magnet located 
inline hatch- behind the diaphragm in 
the transmitter. This telephone has 
been i iicces:,fully worked over 11,") miles 
of teli graph wire with earth return, and 
it is b 'lii'ved that when further experi- 
ment.' are made a distance much greater 
tliuu 1 his can bo successfully worked.—

thardomet'H Discovery Perfected and K 


Mill Stiirted In France. 


An experiment is being made at Besan- 


con, iu France, with a substitute for silk, 
which will be watched with interest. 
The invention, that of Count de Chardo- 
met, is to convert wood pulp into soft 
eilkcn thread, durable, luminous and 
elastic. The "silk" threads produced 
from the wood pulp were first shown at 
the last Paris exhibition, when they en- 
joyed a good deal of attention among 
those interested in the silk industry. But 
tho process was at that time far from 
complete, imd many improvements br<l 
to be made before the invention could be 
regarded as n commercial success, 


That point, in tbe opinion of Count do 


Chardomet, 1ms now been reached, and 
a mill has been built for the manufacture 
of goods from the new material. There 
are still pome details in the process which 
must be improved before capitalists are 
likely to embark in the venture. One of 
tbe great difficulties, it appears, that has 
to be overcome is tbe snapping of the 
threads wiile theyaic being spun, owing 
to tbo unequal pressure which is exer- 
cised in fomng the wood pulp through 
an exceedingly small aperture, so as to 
convert it into thread. This is a defect, 
however, which the inventor is confident 
he will soon overcome. After the wood 
has been reduced to tho consistency of 
pulp it is dried in an oven and then 
plunged into a mixture of sulphuric and 
nitric acids, washed in several baths of 
water and dried by alcohol. The prod- 
uct is afterward dissolved in ether and 
pure alcohol, and the result is collodion 
similar to that used in photography. 
This collodion, which Is a sticky, vio- 


cons substance, is inclosed in a solid 
receptacle furnished with a filter at the 
lower end. An air puirip sends com- 
pressed air into the receptacle, and by 
this pressure tbe collodion is forced 
through horizontally in the form of fine 
threads. As the thread is forced out it 
passes through a vessel filled, with ether 
and alcohol, which solidifies tbe collo- 
dion aud makes it elastic and as brilliant 
as silk. If the- invention turns out as 
successfully as its inventor anticipator, 
it will be the beginning of a very impor- 
tant industry.—Edinburgh Scotsman.

An EngllHii invention alms to provide 


security against liability to accident 
from the slipping of ladders. The rem- 
edy in this case is the introduction of a 
novel torm of shoe suitably attached. 
It consists of a biacket which can be se- 
curely bolted to e-ih side of the ladder, 
formed at its lower edge with a Ing 
through which a hole is bored, a shoe 
being loosely jointed to this by means 
ot a pin passing thiough it and the lug 
connection being so free that the shoe 
can easily twing. To the uuder side of 
the shoe a coringatod pad of rubber is 
fixed. The effect ot this arrangement 
is that in whatever position the ladder 
is fixed theie it, always a grip upon the 
ground which prevents slipping, the 
freedom of the shoe enabling a ladder tp 
be placed almost horizontally without 
incurring the least liability ot slipping. 
When desired, shoes can be applied to 
the upper ends of a ladder, thus pre- 
venting any damage to the walls or the 
ornamental work.—New Yoik Son.
